heathens are faithful In the service of God,
they cannot accomplish much without edu-
gitted men and women who will act ng lead-
era,  They are continually writing and ask-
ing that teachers be sent them and brave
and true men anid women are holding them-
aelves resldy to enter that dangerous fleld
and tnke up the work of thelr martyred
prediecessors.'”

In conclusion Mrs. Harford gpoke of the
different attitude the world Is taking toward
misslon work. A few years ago It was dim-
cult for an advecate of forclgn missions
to get an audience, but today the people are
toking keen interest In the work, Christians
